R"ay 
Lawrence, vice president and 
Cashier, The First National Bahk 
of Mope, and R.M. La Crone 3i>, 
president ;6f Citizens Natidiial 
Bank of Hope, who represent 
the Arkansas Bankers Assocla* 
tlon as Hempstead County Key 
Banker. During 1967, the banks 
maintained their leadership 'in 
agricultural credit services, 


Based on the 27th annual farm 


lending summary of the Agricul- 
tural Committee of The Ameri- 
can Bankers Association, Mr. 
Lawrence and Mr. La Grone re- 
ported that at the beginning of 
the year, Arkansas banks were 
helping farmers with $218 mil- 
lion in loans, 5 per cent more 
than a year previous. This total 
included $118 million in produc- 
tion loans and $100 million in 
farm mortages. At the same 
time, $241 million in farm loans 
was held by life insurance com- 
panies; $88 million by the Feder- 
al Land Banks; $105 million by 
Production Credit Associations; 
and $20 million in nonreal estate 
loans, plus $7 million In real 
estate loans by the Farmers 
Home Administration. About 53 
per cent of the production credit 
extended by lending institutions 
to Arkansas Farmers came from 
banks. 


Mr. La Grone and Mr. Law- 


rence said that "bankers in Ark- 
ansas are conscious of the large 
capital investments required in 
agriculture today and are making 
a concerted effort through Im- 
proved lending programs to meet 
these changing credit demands of 
the state's farmers." ' 


The increased use of credit by 


farmers, according to Mr. La 
Grone and Mr. Lawrence, has 
been accompanied by a substan- 
tial gain in the total assets of 
farm families. Therefore, in the 
aggregate, the equity position of 
farmers, contrary to public opin- 
ion, is being maintained at a sat- 
isfactory level. Nationally, farm 
families 
have $231 billion on 


their own funds Invested in agri- 
culture. This represents 82 per 
cent of the total capital require- 
ments of farmers. 


Mr. Lawrence and Mr. La- 


Grone stressed the importance 
of farmers and bankers working 
elosely together to improve farm 
financial arrangements.' He*re= 
ported that nine out of ten in- 
sured 
banks 
throughout the 


country had agricultural loans 
outstanding, with nearly 98 per 
cent of the banks in Arkansas 
extending credit to farm people.

slightly Thursday when his at- 
torney, Arthur W. Grafton, told 
the Kentucky Racing Commis- 
sion that there was only one im- 
portant issue in the case before 
it. 


Fuller nodded vigorously as 


Grafton remarked: 
"only one 


man in the whole United States 
has said that, from his own 
knowledge, Dancer's Image had 
Phenylbutazone 
in his urine, 


that man Is Kenneth Smith." 


Smith, official chemist for 


Churchill Downs, reported the 
presence of the drug in the 
horse's urine after the Derby 
and Fuller was deprived of the 
$122,600 first prize. He is now 
appealing this action. 


Grafton's remarks came near 


the close of his interrogation of 
Smith, who has Insisted that the 
five tests run Ih his laboratory1 
proved "wihdtrt'a doubt" that 
the drug was in the urine. 


In hammering away at this 


testimony, Grafton pointed out 
that Smith, when he appeared 
before 
the Churchill Downs 


steward, claimed that he had 
run only five tests but now was 
contending that others had been 
made on the Monday following 
the Derby. 


After Smith made his report 


on the presence of the medica- 
tion in the horse, the stewards 
held a hearing and called for a 
redistribution of the purse with 
the winner's share going to For- 
ward Pass,

make a dark roux. To this cook- 
ed rice was added, and enough 
water or soup stock to bind the 
whole. Naturally, various sea- 
soning agents: salt, black or 
bird's eye or cayenne peppers, 
thyme, oregano, or whatever the 
cuisiniere who prepared the dish 
regarded as roost pleasing to 
the palate." 


"Frequently, 
especially a- 


mong the plantation cabins, this 
dressing was prepared as the 
main dish of a meal, being 
mixed when possible with ground 
meat or other economy portion 
of beef, pork, sheep, or game. 
It was also served as a side 
dish in a number of the lesspre- 
tentious small town restaurants 
throughout the Creole and Aca- 
dian parishes of South Central 
Louisianna." 


"Rice had been introduced to 


the American cuisine largely 
from the Carolinas where a feu- 
cjal plantation aristocracy raised 
tt for the export trade, and for 
their own use. But during the 
years following the Revolution- 
ary War, and the War of 1812, 
both of which were fought pri- 
marily along the Eastern sea- 
board, many Carolinians moved 
inland, bringing with them the 
seeds of their staple cash crop.
